comes the filler for the nation's 
market baskets—bellowing steers, 
bleating sheep, plump pigs, and 
samples of the finest wheat, corn, 
and oats on the North American 
continent—filled the huge Inter- 
national Amphitheater to capac- 
ity. 


Entries from 41 states and Can- 


ada, totaling 10,490 cattle, horses, 
sheep find swine, presented a gi- 
gantic task for 
the livestock 


judges who will gi\'e the nod to 
the 
show's 
champions. 
Grain 


judges, likewise, were confronted 
with 0.000 samples of choice farm 
crops from which to select the 
wheat, corn, oat and barley kings. 


William Ogilvie, the exposition's 


acting manager, said blue-blooded 
stock brought to the show -was 
valued at more than $5,000,000. 
Winning exhibitions of both live- 
stock and grains will carry away 
more than §100,000 in awards. 


Attesting to the ever-increasing 


importance of youth in the expo- 
sition was the record number of 
baby beeves entered in the junior 
livestock feeding contests. 


Breaking all pre-war records, 


•1-H club boys and girls from 13 
states brought 1.125 steers to the 
show to vie for the coveted honor 
of iunior champions. The winners 
and runners-up will be eligible to 
compete next week against adults 
for grand championships of the 
show.

Washington, Nov. 30.—(AP)— 


Merger of OPA and the Civilian 
Production Administration moved 
a step nearer today with the pres- 
ident's acceptance of the resigna- 
tion of OPA chief Paul Porter. 


Even as it entered its final days 


as an independent agency, the OPA 
girded for a finish fight in federal 
district court over whether still 
another of its 
scarce 
powers— 


sugar rationing—may go by the 
boards. 


The continuation of sugar con- 


trols, a top official told a reporter, 
may be decided next Wednesday 
when a federal judge hears an at- 
tack on legality of rationing regu- 
lations brought by the Maple Leaf 
Dairies, Inc.. of Brooklyn, N. Y. 


The resignation of Porter, who 


succeeded Chester Bowles last 
February, was dated November 15 
and- effective December 4. 


It was made public by the White 


House last night in a move taken 
as a signal for the consolidation 
which had been talked over for 
several weeks by top administra- 
tion ad^asers. 


Presidential 
press 
secretary 


Charles Ross told reporters the ac- 
tion could be expected "in a few 
days". 


For Gradual liquidation 


The new agency, its name as 


yet unannounced, would carry on 
controls deemed still necessary and 
proceed -vith gradual liquidation of 
OPA and CPA. 


Porter eliminated himself as a 


possible boss of the new unit by 
telling the president that he felt 
he could make no further contri- 
bution toward closing out OPA.

Sinnissippi Leads 
Reforestation and 


Research Drives

Sinnissippi Forest is the new 


name being used to designate the 
recently expanded forestry opera- 
tions at Sinnissippi farm, three 
miles southeast of Oregon. These 
were begun by the late governor, 
Frank O. Lowden, 40 years ago, 
and are now being carried on by 
one of his daughters, Mrs. C. Phil- 
lip Miller. 


Sinnissippi 
Forest 
comprises 


about 1800 acres of native hard- 
wood timber" and 200 acres of 
white pine planted by Mr. Lowden 
as part of a reforestation program 
begun in the early 1900's and con- 
tinued until it was interrupted by 
World War I. 


Mr. Lowden was one of 
the 


country's early advocates of re- 
forestation of lands unsuited to 
agricultural use, and his pioneer 
work at Sinnissippi farm has be- 
come famous among conservation 
authorities. His reforestation pro- 
gram was resumed in 1940, this 
time under the supervision of the 
Department of Forestry of the 
University of Illinois. From 35,- 
000 to 50,000 trees are being plant- 
ed each year, mostly white pine 
and red or Norway pine with 
small numbers of other species. 


Develop Research Plan 


In addition to its supervision of 


reforestation,, the university's de- 
partment of forestry under the di- 
rection of Professor J. Nelson 
Spaeth has developed an extensive 
program of scientific research and 
investigation designed to obtain 
information that will help farmers 
to make the best use of their 
woodlands. Field tests are being 
made to determine the rate of 
growth of many kinds of trees, in- 
cluding all of those native to this 
part of Elinois, and a number 
which have been introduced, such 
as Western yellow or Ponderosa 
pine, Japanese red pine, Japanese 
black pine, Corsican pine, lodge- 
pole pine, tulip, spruce and Doug- 
las fir. 


These studies will show which 


species will survive in this part of 
the state and the type of soil best 
suited to each. Other studies are 
concerned with improving 
the 


management of timberland for the 
production of continuous wood 
crops, the control of insect pests 
and 'injurious fungus diseases, and 
•the most advantageous utilization 
of local forest products. 
Sinnis- 


sippi Forest is also used as a dem- 
onstration area for students of for- 
estry, landowners, conservationists 
and lumbermen.

Industrial Coal Piles Are

Pittsburgh, Nov. 30—(AP) 


Workers idled by shrortages in 
the 10-day-old soft coal shutdown 
numbered more than 95,000 today 
while depleted industrial coal piles 
held grim promise of new drastic 
layoffs next week. 


Another 167,000 were 
jobless 


from Wednesday to Monday morn- 
ing when employers declared a 
Thanksgiving week-end holiday to 
conserve fuel. The pro tern clos- 
ings made 150,000 auto workers 
temporarily idle in Detroit. 


About 17,000 were placed on 


three-day and four-day weeks at 
the Gary, Ind., and South Chi- 
cago works of Carnegie-Illinois 
Steel Corp., reducing 
operations 


there to 66 per cent of capacity, 
compared to 91.5 last week. 


The Chesapeake & Ohio railroad 


cut about 500 more workers at 
Russell, Ky., while at Mishawaka, 
Ind., 250 foundry employes went 
home from the Dodge Manufac- 
turing Co. The Nickel Plate rail- 
road furloughed 500 men and the 
Pere Marquette another 150 at 
Cleveland. 


100 Plants Closed

Missouri, which has only about 


1,500 miners, also .denies compen- 
sation-payments ,to workers job- 
less "because of a labor dispute. 
The state's employment security 
division head said the question of 
benefits to miners would hinge on 
whether the courts would hold that 
a labor dispute existed when the 
UMW members ceased work.

1919, also a post war year in 
which the miners went out under 
the leadership of John L. Lewis. 


Man-days lost in the first ten 


months of this year were figured 
by the bureau as 102,525.000. It 
did not keep man-day records in 
1919.

Judge M. Mcikle demurred, in 
fact he adjourned court, and 
all because a woman witness 
appeared in slacks—red ones 
—and a sweater. 


"The case is continued until

The judge declined to say 
whether the objection is sus- 
tained on all cases involving 
slacks and sweaters in his 
court room.

which came after 32 Nazi police 
troops were ambushed and bombed 
to death in Rome March 23, 1944. 


Both defendants took the verdict 


calmly, merely nodding. Italian 
spectators shouted "Bravo" as the 
court retired. Its verdict is sub- 
ject to review by Lt. Gen. Sir John 
Harding, commander of British 
forces in the Mediterranean thea- 
ter. 


Soft Coal Operators File 
Fine Applications With 


The Government 


Washington, Nov. 30—(AP)— 


Striking miners faced a threat 
of fines running into milliions of 
dollars today as John L. Lewis, 
whacked by a major legal setback, 
dug in for a finish court fight 
with the United States govern- 
ment. 


The walkout went into the 10th 


day and attorneys for Uncle Sam 
and the United Mine Workers' 
chief charted strategy for re- 
sumption of Lewis' contempt of 
court trial Monday while these 
developments tumbled into the 
many-sided national crisis: 


1. Soft coal operators report- 


ed that a "very considerable num- 
ber" of mining companies have 
filed applications with the gov- 
ernment to fine miners SI to 52 
a day for each day they stay 'on 
strike. 


2. Rebuked by some of his col- 


leagues for expressing eagerness 
to 
resume 
negotiations 
with 


Lewis, Edward, R. Burke, presi- 
dent of the Southern Coal Produc- 
ers association, scheduled a meet- 
ing of hfs board of directors Mon- 
day to determine his group's posi- 
tion. 


Volunteer Plan Suggested 


3. Senator Knowland (R-Calif) 


urged President Truman to call 
for volunteers to operate the coal 
mines, should the miners fail to 
return to work after a suggested 
appeal by Truman. 


4. As a direct result of the coal 


tie-up, upwards of 95,000 persona 
were out of work in related indus- 
tries and an additional 167,000 
have been furloughed until Mon- 
day to conserve fuel. 


The prospect of fines against 


Lewis' 400,000 striking .miners 
Stems rfrep terms^of his contract 
with, thef govei-Anfenfc—the^gree- 
ment Lewis has declared void and 
which the government holds 1m 
still in effect. 


The pact provides that fine» 


can vary from SI to $2 a day, 
depending 
upon the producing 


area. Thus if all the coal com- 
panies involved in the current 
strike should file applications for 
fines—and the government should 
assess the full penalty for tfie 10 
days of their walkout—the total 
assesment to date would range 
between $4,000,000 and $8,000,000.
